Rom 3:21-22 But now the righteousness of God 
without the law is manifested, being witnessed by 
the law and the prophets; Even the righteousness 
of God which is by faith of Jesus Christ unto all and 
upon all them that believe: for there is no 
difference:;

the captives, and the opening of the prison to them 
that are bound; ; 


Mark 1:15 And saying, The time is fulfilled, and the 


kingdom of God is at hand: repent ye, and believe 
the gospel. ; a 


Luke 4:18 The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, 
because he hath anointed me to preach the gospel 
to the poor; he hath sent me to heal the 
brokenhearted, to preach deliverance to the 
captives, and recovering of sight to the blind, to 
set at liberty them that are bruised,; 


Heb 9:8 The Holy Ghost this signifying, that the 
way into the holiest of all was not yet made 
manifest, while as the first tabernacle was yet

{Daniel 9:24} 


The context: 


And he [the Messiah] shall confirm the covenant 
with many for ONE WEEK: and IN THE MIDST OF 
THE WEEK (the seventieth) he [Christ] SHALL 
CAUSE THE SACRIFICE AND THE OBLATION TO 
CEASE, and for the overspreading of abominations 
(the continued temple sacrifices, after Christ’s one 
perfect sacrifice.) he shall make it desolate, even 
until the consummation, and that determined shall 
be poured upon the desolate. ("Behold your house 
has been left unto you desolate." ) 


{Daniel 9:27} 


Conclusion: 


Only our Creator can have a covenant 
with his creation. 


7 weeks + 62 weeks + one week = 70 
weeks, to anoint the most Holy, and to 
seal up the vision and the prophecy. 


It is done... 


Daniel 9 25 


Know therefore and vnderstand, that 
from the going foorth of the 
commandement to restore and to build 
Ierusalem, vnto the Messiah the Prince, 
shall be seuen weekes; and threescore 
and two weekes, the street shall be built 
againe, and the wall, euen in troublous 
times. 


Let's consider the decree in the book of 
Ezra. We need to look for a decree to 
Restore and to rebuild Jerusalem. 


The decree of Artaxerxes recorded in Ezra 
7:11-13;25 


11 Now this ts the copy of the letter that 
the king Artaxerxes gaue vnto Ezra the 
Priest, the Scribe, euen a Scribe of the 
words of the commandements of the 
Lord, and of his Statutes to Israel. 


12 Artaxerxes king of kings, Unto Ezra 
the Priest, a Scribe of the Law of the God 
of heauen, Perfect peace, and at such a 
time. 


13 I make a decree, that all they of the 
people of Israel, and of his Priests, and 
Leuites in my Realme, which are minded 
of their owne free-will to goe vp to 
Ierusalem, goe with thee. 


25 And thou, Ezra, after the wisdome of 
thy God, that ts in thine hand, set 
magistrates and tudges, which may iudge 
all the people, that are beyond the riuer, 
all such as know the lawes of thy God, 
and teach yee them that knowe them not. 


But in the decree of Artaxerxes, recorded 
in Ezra 7, provision is made for the 
complete restoration of the Jewish state, 
including the right to appoint magistrates 
and judges, hold trials, and pass and 
execute sentence upon violators of their 
own national laws. This was clearly 
understood to be an authorization for the 
full reestablishment of Jerusalem and the 
Jewish nation; 


The decree which most correctly answers 
to the specifications of Daniel 9:25 was 
the decree of Artaxerxes to Ezra, 
recorded in Ezra chapter 7. We should 
therefore date the beginning of the 70 
week prophecy of Daniel 9 from the time 
of that command. 


This decree was issued in the year 457 BC 


Did Jesus appear in the year 27 AD? 


Jesus was born in 4 BC and in 27 AD. He 
was 30 years of age (Luke 3:23 “And 
Iesus himselfe began to be about thirty 
yeeres of age, being (as was supposed) 
the sonne of Ioseph, which was the sonne 


of Heli, “). Jesus was anointed (baptized) 


According to Daniel 9:25, it would take 
483 years (69 weeks) from the going 
forth of the commandment to restore and 
to build Jerusalem unto the Messiah the 
Prince. This commandment of Artaxerxes 
fulfils this verse as Messiah the Prince 
appeared in 27 AD. 


27 AD ts the public entrance of the 
Messiah on the work of the ministry. Our 
Lord says, “The law and the Prophets 
were vntill Iohn: since that time the 
kingdome of God is preached, and euery 
man preasseth into it.” Luke 16:16. 


From his first public preaching, the 
Kingdom of Heaven commenced. 


Mark 1:15:” And saying, The time Is 
fulfilled, and the kingdome of God is at 
hand: repent ye, and beleeue the 
Gospell.” 


In the above verse, Jesus mentions that 
the time of 69 weeks (483 years) 
mentioned in Daniel 9:25 is FULFILLED. 
Jews too knew that Messiah had to 
appear in 27 AD based on Daniel's 
prophecy and that's why they questioned 
John the Baptist whether he ts the 
Messiah (John 1:19-23). 


“19 And this ts the record of Iohn, when 
the Iewes sent Priests and Leuites from 
Hierusalem, to aske him, Who art thou? 


20 And he confessed, and denied not: but 
confessed, I am not the Christ. 


21 And they asked him, What then? Art 
thou Elias? And he saith, I am not. Art 
thou that Prophet? And hee answered, 
No. 


22 Then said they vnto him, Who art thou, 
that we may giue an answere to them 
that sent vs? What sayest thou of thy 
selfe? 


23 He said, I am the voice of one crying in 
the wildernesse: Make straight the way of 
the Lord, as said the Prophet Esaias.” 


Daniel 9 26 


And after threescore and two weekes, 
shall Messiah be cut off, but not for 
himselfe, and the people of the Prince 
that shall come, shall destroy the citie, 
and the Sanctuarie, and the ende thereof 


shall be with a flood, and vnto the ende of 
the warre desolations are determined. 


MESSIAH (JESUS) WAS CUT OFF AT 69.5 
WEEKS IN 30 AD AFTER 3.5 YEARS OF 
MINISTRY. 


ISAIAH 53:8 He was taken from prison, 
and from itudgement: and who shall 
declare his generation? for he was cut off 
out of the land of the liuing, for the 
transgression of my people was he 
stricken. 


QUESTION: WHO ARE THE PEOPLE OF THE 
PRINCE THAT SHALL COME THAT SHALL 
DESTROY THE CITY AND THE 
SANCTUARY? AND WHO IS THE PRINCE? 


QUESTION: WHAT DESOLATIONS ARE 
DETERMINED? 


ANSWER: JESUS WARNED OF 
DESOLATIONS WHEN JEWS REJECTED 
HIM 


MATTHEW 23:37 


O Hierusalem, Hierusalem, thou that 
killest the Prophets, and stonest them 
which are sent vnto thee, how often 
would I haue gathered thy children 
together, euen as a hen gathereth her 


chickens vnder her wings, and yee would 
not? 


MATTHEW 23:38 


Behold, your house is left vnto you 
desolate. 


MARK 15: 36 


And one ranne, and filled a spunge full of 
vineger, and put it on a reed, and gaue 
him to drinke, saying, Let alone, let vs see 
whether Elias will come to take him 
downe. 37 And Iesus cryed with a loude 


voice, and gaue vp the ghost. 38 And the 








from the top to the bottome. 39 And 


when the Centurion which stood ouer 
against him, saw that hee so cryed out, 
and gaue vp the ghost, hee said, Truely 
this man was the Sonne of God. 


HEBREWS 10 = 


1 For the Law hauing a shadow of good 
things to come, and not the very Image of 
the things, can neuer with those 
sacrifices which they offered yeere by 
yeere continually, make the commers 
thereunto perfect: 


2 For then would they not haue ceased to 
be offered, because that the worshippers 
once purged, should haue had no more 
conscience of sinnes? 


3 But in those sacrifices there is a 
remembrance againe made of sinnes 
euery yeere. 


4 For it is not possible that the blood of 
Bulles and of Goats, should take away 
sinnes. 


5 Wherefore when hee commeth into the 
world, he saith, Sacrifice and offering 
thou wouldest not, but a body hast thou 
prepared mee: 


6 In burnt offerings, and sacrifices for 
sinne thou hast had no pleasure: 


7 Then said I, Loe, I come. (In the volume 
of the booke it is written of me) to doe 
thy will, O God. 


8 Aboue when hee said, Sacrifice, and 
offering, and burnt offerings, and offering 
for sinne thou wouldest not, neither hadst 
pleasure therein, which are offered by the 
Law: 


9 Then said he, Loe, I come to doe thy 
will (O God:) He taketh away the first, 
that he may establish the second. 


10 By the which will wee are sanctified, 
through the offering of the body of Iesus 
Christ once for all. 


11 And euery Priest standeth dayly 
ministring and offering oftentimes the 
same sacrifices which can neuer take 
away sinnes. 


12 But this man after he had offered one 
sacrifice for sinnes for euer, sate downe 
on the right hand of God, 


13 From henceforth expecting till his 
enemies be made his footstoole. 


14 For by one offering hee hath perfected 
for euer them that are sanctified. 


15 Whereof the holy Ghost also Is a 


witnesse to vs: for after that he had said 


16 This is the Couenant that I wil make 
‘with them after those dayes, saith the 
Lord: I will put my Lawes into their 
hearts, and in their mindes will I write 
them: 


17 And their sinnes and iniquities will I 
remember no more. 


18 Now, where remission of these is, 
there is no more offering for sinne. 


19 Hauing therefore, brethren, boldnesse 
to enter into the Holiest by the blood of 
Iesus, 


20 By a new and liuing way which hee 
hath consecrated for vs, through the 
vaile, that is to say, His flesh: 


21 And hauing an high Priest ouer the 
house of God: 


22 Let vs drawe neere with a true heart in 
full assurance of faith, hauing our hearts 
sprinkled from an euill conscience, and 
our bodies washed with pure water. 


23 Let vs hold fast the profession of our 
faith without wauering (for he is faithfull 
that promised) 


24 And let vs consider one another to 
prouoke vnto loue, and to good workes: 


25 Not forsaking the assembling of our 
selues together, as the manner of some 


is: but exhorting one another, and so 
much the more, as ye see the day 
approching. 


26 For if we sinne wilfully after that we 
haue receiued the knowledge of the 
trueth, there remaineth no more sacrifice 
for sinnes, 


27 But a certaine fearefull looking for of 
iudgement, and fiery indignation, which 
shall deuoure the aduersaries. 


28 Hee that despised Moses Lawe, died 
without mercy, vnder two or three 
witnesses. 


29 Of how much sorer punishment 
suppose ye, shall hee be thought worthy, 
who hath troden vnder foote the Sonne of 
God, and hath counted the blood of the 
couenant wherwith he was sanctified, an 


vnholy thing, and hath done despite vnto 
the spirit of grace? 


30 For we know him that hath said, 
Uengeance belongeth vnto me, I wil 
recompence, saith the Lord: and again, 
The Lord shall tudge his people. 


31 It is a fearefull thing to fall into the 
hands of the liuing God. 


32 But call to remembrance the former 
dayes, in which after yee were 
illuminated, ye indured a great fight of 
afflictions: 


33 Partly whilest ye were made a gazing 
stocke both by reproches & afflictions, 
and partly whilest ye became companions 
of them that were so vsed. 


34 For yee had compassion of me in my 
bonds, and tooke ioyfully the spoyling of 
your goods, knowing in your selues that 
yee haue in heauen a better and an 
induring substance. 


35 Cast not away therfore your 
confidence which hath great recompense 
of reward. 


36 For ye haue need of patience, that 
shall after ye haue done the will of God ye 
might receiue the promise. 


37 For yet a litle while, and he that shall 
come will come, and will not tary. 


38 Now the iust shall liue by faith: but if 
any man drawe backe, my soule shall 
haue no pleasure in him. 


39 But wee are not of them who draw 
backe vnto perdition: but of them that 
beleeue, to the sauing of the soule. 


DANIEL 9:27 


And hee shall confirme the couenant with 
many for one weeke: and in the midst of 
the weeke he shall cause the sacrifice and 
the oblation to cease, and for the 
ouerspreading of abominations hee shall 
make it desolate, euen vntill the 
consummation, & that determined, shalbe 
powred vpon the desolate. 


QUESTION: 


WHO CONFIRMS THE COVENANT FOR ONE 
WEEK? 


ANSWER: 


IT IS JESUS WHO CONFIRMED THE NEW 
COVENANT. IT IS NOT THE ANTICHRIST. 


Galatians 3:17 


And this I say, that the Couenant that 
was confirmed before of God in Christ, 


the Lawe which was foure hundred and 
thirtie yeres after, cannot disanul, that it 
should make the promise of none effect. 


Matthew 26: 28For this is my blood of the 
new Testament, which is shed for many 
for the remission of sinnes. 


Jeremia 31: 31 


Behold, the dayes come, saith the Lord, 


the house of Israel, and with the house of 


Iudah. 





Not according to the couenant that I 
made with their fathers in the day that I 
tooke them by the hand, to bring them 
out of the land of Egypt, which my 
couenant they brake, although I was an 
husband vnto them, saith the Lord. 


33 


But this shall be the couenant, that I will 
make with the house of Israel, After 
those dayes, saith the Lord, I will put my 
law in their inward parts, and write it in 
their hearts, and wil be their God, and 
they shall be my people. 


Hebrews 8:8 


For finding fault with them, hee saith, 
Behold, the dayes come (saith the Lord) 
when I will make a new couenant with 


the house of Israel, and the house of 
ITudah. 


9 


Not according to the Couenant that I 
made with their fathers, in the day when 
I tooke them by the hand to lead them 
out of the land of Egypt, because they 
continued not in my Couenant, and I 
regarded them not, saith the Lord. 


10 


For this is the Couenant that I will make 
with the house of Israel after those 
dayes, saith the Lord: I wil put my Lawes 
into their minde, and write them tn their 
hearts: and I will be to them a God, and 
they shalbe to me a people. 


11 


And they shall not teach euery man his 
neighbour, and euery man his brother, 


saying, Know the Lord: For all shall know 
me, from the least to the greatest. 


12 


For I will be mercifull to their 
vnrighteousnes, and their sins & their 
iniquities will I remember no more. 


13 


In that he saith, A new Couenant, he hath 
made the first olde. Now that which 
decayeth and waxeth old, is readie to 
vanish away. 


The word COVENANT Its Messianic, and 
always applies to the Messiah, not the 
antichrist. 


Question: 


Who will cause the sacrifice and the 
oblation to cease in the midst of the 
week? 


Answer: 


After exactly 3.5 years of holy ministry, 





Jesus died on the cross, of 
the week [in the middle of the last seven 
years, the 7Oieth week] 





At the exact moment of His death, the 





two from top to bottom... (Matthew 
27:51” And behold, the vaile of the 
Temple was rent in twaine, from the top 
to the bottome, and the earth did quake, 
and the rocks rent.”). This act of God 
signified that all animal sacrifices at that 
moment ceased to be of value. 


Why? 


Hebrews 10:19-20 - Therefore, brethren, 
having boldness to enter the Holiest by 
the blood of Jesus, by a new and living 
way which He consecrated for us, through 
the veil, that is, His flesh. 


Question: 


Why would Jesus cause the sacrifice to 
cease? 


Answer: 


When the Messiah is Sacrificed ONCE, 
there is no need for daily sacrifice to 
continue. 


Hebrews 9:12, 25-28 “Neither by the 
blood of Goats and Calues: but by his 
owne blood hee entred in once into the 
Holy place, hauing obtained eternall 
redemption for vs. 


25 Nor yet that he should offer himselfe 
often, as the high Priest entreth into the 


Holy place, euery yeere with blood of 
others: 


26 For then must hee often haue suffered 
since the foundation of the world: but 
now once in the end of the world, hath he 
appeared to put away sinne by the 
sacrifice of himselfe. 


27 And as It is appointed vnto men once 
to die, but after this the Iudgement: 


28 So Christ was once offered to beare 
the sinnes of many, & vnto them that 
looke for him shall hee appeare the 
second time without sinne, vnto 
saluation.” 


Hebrews 10:10,12,14,18: 


“10 By the which will wee are sanctified, 
through the offering of the body of Iesus 
Christ once for all. 


12 But this man after he had offered one 
sacrifice for sinnes for euer, sate downe 
on the right hand of God, 


14 For by one offering hee hath perfected 
for euer them that are sanctified. 


18 Now, where remission of these is, 
there is no more offering for sinne.” 


Question: 


For the overspreading of abominations he 
shall make it desolate? 


Answer: 


Jesus reminded the Jews of Daniel's 
prophecy on abomination of desolation. 
This was fulfilled in 70 AD when Romans 
destroyed the temple and built altars for 
heathen abominable gods on the temple 
mount. 


Matthew 24:15 


When yee therefore shall see the 
abomination of desolation, spoken of by 
Daniel the Prophet, stand in the holy 


place, (who so readeth, let him 
vnderstand. ) 


16 Then let them which be in Iudea, flee 
into the mountaines. 


In a parallel text to Matthew 24:15, Jesus 
told His disciples, When you see 
Jerusalem surrounded by armies [Roman 
armies led by Prince Titus], then know 
that its desolation is near (Luke 21:20). 
The disciples did SEE those very events 


Luke 21:20 And when yee shall see 
Hierusalem compassed with armies, then 
know that the desolation thereof is nigh. 


Jesus told them, SEE! Your house is left to 
you desolate (Matthew 23:38). Thus 
Gabriel's statement in Daniel 9:27 about 
Jerusalem becoming desolate was 
perfectly fulfilled in 70 A.D. 


Jesus fulfilled All the Prophecies in the 70 Week 
Prophecy. There is no place for Antichrist in this 
prophecy. 


The End of the 70th Week 


The 70 weeks ended in the year 34 AD 


Gabriel said that the 70-week prophecy 
specifically applied to the Jewish people 
(see Daniel 9:24). During the Lord's 
public ministry of 3.5 years, the Master's 
focus was largely upon the lost sheep of 
the house of Israel (Matthew 10:6 
“Behold, I send you foorth as sheepe in 
the middest of wolues: be yee therefore 
wise as serpents, and harmelesse as 
doues. “). After His resurrection and then 
for another 3.5 years, His disciples 
preached only to Jews (Acts 1-6). 


At the end of that second 3.5 year period, 
in 34 A.D., the bold Stephen was stoned 
by the Jewish Sanhedrin (Acts 7). This 
infamous deed marked the then ruling 


Jewish leaders’ final, official rejection of 
the gospel of our Savior. Then the gospel 
went to the Gentiles. 


In Acts 9, Saul became Paul, the Apostle 
to the Gentiles (Romans 11:13 “For I 
speake to you Gentiles, in as much as I 
am the Apostle of the Gentiles, I magnifie 
mine office: “). In Acts 10, God gave 
Peter a vision revealing it was now time 
to preach to the Gentiles (see Acts 10:1- 
28). Read also Acts 13:46 “Then Paul and 
Barnabas waxed bold, and said, It was 
necessary that the word of God should 
first haue bene spoken to you: but seeing 
yee put it from you, and iudge your selues 
vnworthy of euerlasting life, loe, we turne 


to the Gentiles.". Thus appreximatety 


EXACTLY 3.5 years after the 


crucifixion— and at the end of the 70- 
week prophecy given for the Jewish 
people—the gospel shifted to the Gentiles 
exactly as predicted in Bible prophecy. 


The 70 weeks were determined only for 
the Jews as mentioned in Daniel 9:24. 
Even though Jesus commanded the 
apostles to preach throughout the world 
(Matt 28:19” Goe ye therefore, and teach 
all nations, baptizing them in the Name of 
the Father, and of the Sonne, and of the 
holy Ghost: “), the apostles preached only 
within Israel for 3.5 years as they knew 
that the Gospel has to be preached FIRST 
to the Jews until the end of 70 weeks ie. 
34 AD. 


Jesus explained ALL the prophecies 
concerning him to the two disciples going 
to Emmaus. 


Luke 24:27 And beginning at Moses, and 
all the Prophets, hee expounded vnto 
them in all the Scriptures, the things 
concerning himselfe. 


Romans 1:16 For I am not ashamed of the 
Gopel of Christ: for it is the power of God 
vnto saluation, to euery one that 


beleeueth, to the Iew first, and also to 
the Greeke. 


Acts 13:46 Then Paul and Barnabas 
waxed bold, and said, It was necessary 
that the word of God should first haue 
bene spoken to you: but seeing yee put it 
from you, and iudge your selues vnworthy 
of euerlasting life, loe, we turne to the 
Gentiles. 


The 7Oth week ended with the stoning of 
Stephen (Acts 7:51-59) and this 
happened exactly 3.5 years after the 
Messiah's earthly ministry ended. This 
incident signalled the end of 70 weeks 
and hence the Apostles were free to 
preach to the gentiles starting from 
Samaria. 


Acts 8:5 Then Philip went downe to the 
citie of Samaria, and preached Christ vnto 
them. 


Acts 8:14 Now when the Apostles which 
were at Hierusalem, heard that Samaria 


had receiued the word of God, they sent 
vnto them Peter and Iohn. 


Daniel 7Oth Week = 27 AD to 34 AD 
70 Weeks = 457 BC to 34 AD = 490 years 


1. Logic requires that 70 weeks refer to 
one consecutive block of time, in other 
words, to seventy straight sequential 
weeks. There is no example in Scripture 
of a stated time period starting, stopping, 
and then starting again. 


All biblical references to time are 
consecutive: 40 days and 40 nights 
(Genesis 7:4), 400 years in Egypt 
(Genesis 15:13), 70 years of captivity 
(Daniel 9:2), etc. 


2. Logic also requires that the 70th week 
follow immediately after the 69th week. 
If it doesn't, then it cannot properly be 
called the 70th week! 


3. It is illogical to insert a 2,000-year gap 
between the 69th and 70th week. No hint 
of a gap is found in the prophecy itself. 
There is no gap between the first seven 
weeks and the following sixty-two weeks, 
so why insert one between the 69th and 
70th week? 
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Messiah is cut off (referring to Christ's 
death), the text says, "and the people of 
the Prince that shall come, shall destroy 
the citie, and the Sanctuarie'. 


In the past, this has been consistently 
applied to the destruction of Jerusalem 


and the second temple by Roman armies 
led by Prince Titus in AD 70. But is that 
the only view? No, because we said 
earlier that the prophecy of Daniel 9 is in 
NO PLACE about the Antichrist, only 
concerning Christ, the Jews and 
Jerusalem. So, the Prince in verse 26 Is 
Christ and the people are the Jews, who, 
by their disobedience p 41... 


6. He shall confirm the covenant. Paul 


said the covenant was confirmed before 
by God in Christ (Galatians 3:17 “And this 
I say, that the Couenant that was 
confirmed before of God in Christ, the 
Lawe which was foure hundred and 
thirtie yeres after, cannot disanul, that it 
should make the promise of none effect. 
“). Jesus Christ came to confirm the 
promises made to the fathers (Romans 
15:8 “Now I say, that Iesus Christ was a 
Minister of the circumcision for the trueth 
of God, to confirme the promises made 
vnto the fathers: 


10 And againe he saith, Reioyce yee 
Gentiles with his people. “). 


In the King James Version, Daniel 9:27 


doesn’t say BRGVEHenE or peace treaty, 
but the covenant, which applies to The 
New Covenant. Nowhere in the Bible does 


the antichrist make, confirm, or break a 
covenant with anyone. The word 
covenant is Messianic, and always applies 
to the Messiah, not the antichrist. 


7. He shall confirm the covenant with 
MANY. Jesus Christ said, This is My blood 
of the new covenant, which is shed for 


MANY... (Matthew 26:28). Behold a 


perfect fit! Jesus was quoting Daniel 9:27 
specifically 











After exactly three and a half years of 
holy ministry, Jesus Christ died on the 


cross, in the midst of the week [in the 


middle of the seven years]. 


At the exact moment of His death, the veil 





bottom... (Matthew 27:51). This act of 
God signified that all (animal)* sacrifices 
at that moment ceased to be of value. 
Why? Because the Perfect Sacrifice had 
been offered! 


* I put “animal” in brackets, because 
ALL sacrifices ceased from that moment 
on, that also means the sacrifice of the 
roman catholic ma(e)ss is a 100% 
denial Jesus was the Christ! 


9. For the overspreading of abominations 
he shall make it desolate. The 
abomination of desolation (Matthew 
24:15 “When yee therefore shall see the 
abomination of desolation, spoken of by 
Daniel the Prophet, stand in the holy 


place, (who so readeth, let him 
vnderstand. ) 


16 Then let them which be in Iudea, flee 
into the mountaines. “) is not a simple 
subject, yet we know that Jesus clearly 
applied this event to the time when His 
followers were to flee from Jerusalem 
before the destruction of the second 
temple in A.D. 70. 


The abomination that makes desolate is 
the roman army that came to destroy 
Jerusalem and the Temple. In 66 AD they 
came, encompassed the City and left for 
no apparent reason. As we can read in 
David Wilcoxson’s book that is precise 
what Jesus meant, this was the moment 
for the true Israelites, the true believers, 
to get out of the City, exactly as Jesus 
taught in Matthew 24:15,16! 


In a parallel text to Matthew 24:15, Jesus 
told His disciples, When you see 
Jerusalem surrounded by armies [Roman 
armies led by Prince Titus], then know 
that its desolation is near (Luke 21:20 - 


22 “20 And when yee shall see 
Hierusalem compassed with armies, then 
know that the desolation thereof is nigh. 


21 Then let them which are in Iudea, flee 
to the mountaines, and let them which 
are in the midst of it, depart out, and let 
not them that are in the countreys, enter 
thereinto. 


22 For these be the dayes of vengeance, 
that all things which are written may be 


fulfilled. “). The disciples did see those 
very events. Thus Gabriel's statement in 
Daniel 9:27 about Jerusalem becoming 
desolate was perfectly fulfilled in A.D. 70. 





10. Suppose you have a rod 70 inches 
long. From any fixed point you can lay the 
rod in any direction, and the points its 
end reaches will always be just 70 inches 
from the starting-point. But suppose you 
break off from the end of the rod one inch 
and then tie between the two broken 
ends a long piece of elastic. 


You can then stretch the broken piece 
away to any distance you please, but you 
have destroyed the measurement of 70 
inches. It may now be 100 inches, or 700, 
or more; but no longer ts it 70. 


Numbers 14:34 - After the number of the 
dayes in which ye searched the land, 
euen fortie dayes (each day for a yeere) 
shall yee beare your iniquities, euen forty 
yeeres, and yee shall know my breach of 
promise. 


Ezekiel 4:6 - And when thou hast 
accomplished them, lie againe on thy 
right side, and thou shalt beare the 
iIniquitie of the house of Iudah fourtie 


dayes: I haue appointed thee each day for 
a yeere. 


Genesis 5:5 - And all the dayes that Adam 
llued, were 


yeeres: and he died. 





Genesis 6:3 - And the LORD said, My 
Spirit shall not alwayes striue with man; 
for that hee also is flesh: yet his dayes 
shalbe an hundred and twenty yeeres. 


Genesis 25:7 - And these are the dayes of 
the yeres of Abrahams life which he liued; 
an hundred, threescore & fifteene yeeres. 


Genesis 5:5, 5:8, 5:11, 5:14, 5:17, 5:20, 
5:23, 5:27, 5:31, 6:3, 25:7 


Reformation scholars from the 1500's to 
the 1800's not only applied the day-for-a- 
year principle (Ezekiel 4:6, Numbers 
14:34) to the prophecy of Daniel 9:24-27 
(the time of Jesus Christ), but also to the 
3.5 years of Daniel 7:25, to the time of 
antichrist. 


And they applied it to papal Rome. 
They interpreted the 3.5 years, 42 


months, or 1,260 days as 


The evidence is overwhelming! Point by 
point the events of Daniel's 70th week 
have been fulfilled in the past.
